WHEREAS, Direct and unobstructed participation in international
heal th cooperation forunms and progranms is crucial for all parts of the
worl d, especially with today's greater potential for the cross-border
spread of various infectious diseases such as AIDS; and

WHEREAS, Taiwan's achievenents in the field of health care are
substantial, including life expectancy levels that are sone of the
highest in Asia, maternal and infant nortality rates that are
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conparable to those of western countries, free hepatitis B vaccinations
for children and the eradication of polio, cholera, snallpox, and the
pl ague; and

WHEREAS, The Centers for D sease Control and Prevention and its
Tai wanese counterpart have enjoyed close coll aboration on a wi de range
of public health issues; and

VWHEREAS, In recent years Taiwan has expressed a wllingness to
assist financially and technically the international aid and health
activities supported by the Wrld Health Organization; and

WHEREAS, Taiwan's population of 23 mllion is larger than that of
75 percent of Wrld Health Organizati on nenber states; and

VWHEREAS, The United States, in its 1994 Taiwan Policy Review,
declared its intention to support Taiwan's participation in appropriate
i nternational organizations; and

WHEREAS, Taiwan's participation in the Wrld Health O ganization
could bring many benefits to the state of health not only in Taiwan but
al so regionally and gl obally;

NOW THEREFORE, Your Menorialists respectfully pray that congress
support the participation by Taiwan in a neani ngful and appropriate way
in the World Health Organi zati on.
